GERMANY TO PAY 
226,000,000,000 MARKS 
REPARATION 


PARIS, Jan. 29.—The allied su- 
preme council today approved the Ger- 
man reparations plan drafted by its 
| special committee last night. 

The plan provides for tte payment 
by Germany of 226,000,000,000 gold 
herr in 42 annual instalments, on a 
rising scale beginning with pay ment 
of two billions marks the first two 
years, and in addition the payment of 
a 12 per cent. tax on German exports. 

The plan was in the hands of the 
printer early this afternoon and will 
be signed when the council meets for 
its second session today at 4 p.m. 

The plan will be communicated to 
the Germans in a few days and they 
will be invited to a conference on Feb- 
ruary 28 to consider the terms. 

In the meantime, the Brussels coun- 
cil on economic exports will resume 
its sessions on February 7.

ONLY LICENSED 
HOTELS IN B. C. 
MAY SELL BEER 


VANCOUVER, Jan. 28—Exactly 
how to purvey beer to the drinking 
public is one of the serious questions 
involved in the consideration of the 
new liquor act, which the British 
Columbia legislature will diseuss in 
February. A tentative measure has 
been drafted by the government 
and at present includes a proposal 
to have the sale of beer confined en- 
tirely to hotels, which will be licensed 
much the same as in pre-war times. 

Roughly speaking, the system now 
proposed to be followed is that wine 


and spirits shall be sold in sealed 
packages from government stores. 


Probably four or five such stores will 
be established in Vancouver and a 
hundred will be scattered through 
country districts in the province. 
Then the government will buy the 
entire output of the breweries, ex- 
cept what is manufactured for the 
export trade. The beer output for 
local consumption will in turn be 
sold by the government to licensed 
hotels. These houses will be al- 
lowed to sell beer with meals and 
between eating hours will be allowed 
to maintain buffets, where one may 
buy and drink a bottle of beer served 
at a table. Very strict rules will be 
made to prevent hotels serving hard 
drinks. Discovery of whiskey on the 
premises will be followed by  can- 
cellation of the beer license of the 
house, according to the present 
plans. 
Prohibitionists Protest 

Announcement of the proposal to 
sell beer along the lines outlined 
above caused a loud disturbance 
amongst the prohibitionists. Of 
course, the dry organization has re- 
fused to countenance in any way the 
“moderation” act passed on refer- 
endum of the electors; but when the 
beer proposal was first mooted a 
real uproar eame from the dry forces 
on the gound that this was almost 
a reversion to the old bar systen.. 

The moderationists, on the other 
hand, are in many cases taking the 
view that free sale of beer under de- 
cent conditions will result in less 
consumption of hard liquor and will 
aid in putting the bootlegger out of 
commission. The present difficulty 
is accentuated by the establishment 
of scores, and even hundreds, of 
“jitney” bars, ostensibly _ selling 
“near beer,” but really taking the 
place in evey way of the old saloons 
of 10 or 20 years ago. 

Brewer Better Judge 

In Vancouver, great numbers of 
these near-beer palaces have been 
opened. They call it near-beer, 
but the brewer is evidently a better 
judge of distanse than the vaudeville 
joker tries to make out—it is about 
96 1-2 per rent of the original. Be- 
sides the alleged near-beer, any and 
all kinds of hard liquor are purveyed 
surreptitiously over these bars; in 
fact, the conditions, unlicensed by 
the government, undey which they run 
are such that they soon degenerate 
and many become mere dives. 

In the government proposal, as 
so far discussed, the intention is to 
abolish the  near-beer establish- 
ments. The government will simply 
decline to sell to any except licensed 
hotels. In theory, too, if there were 
real beer to be obtained in hotel 
dining rooms, the public will not 
readily patronize the near-beer of 
the jitney establishments.—Calgary 
Herald

IMMEDIATE ACTION 


IS DEMANDED 


LONDON, Jan. 28.—British organ- 
ized labor, at the national conference 
of the Labor Party and the Trades 
Union Congress, demanded immediate 
action on the part of the government 
to remedy the plight brought about 
by the steady increase of unemploy- 
ment in the country, endorsed a 
policy which its authors assert will 
permanently remove the cause of the 
present industrial depression, and ad- 
journed until Friday 23 in order to 
give the labor members of parlia- 
ment an opportunity to press for the 
desired remedial steps. 

“If we cannot achieve what this 
proramme = suggests by constitu- 
tional methods, we shall adopt some 
means of extra-constitutional char- 
acter,” declared Robert Williams, 
leader of the Transport Workers, in 
supporting the resolution. 

Counsels Moderation 

The conference was characterized 
by the Daily Herald, the Labor organ, 
as either the most momentous or the 
most futile in Labor's history. But 
it was productive of little of a sen- 
sational nature. It represented the 
culmination of numerous committee 
meetings held during recent weeks 


by the workers, at which a common 
policy regarding unemployment and 
related issues was formulated. Gen- 


era dissatisfaction with the govern- 
ment’s proposed remedies was un- 
mistakably reflected by the delegates, 
who however, seemed to differ on 
the most effective means of moving 
the government to the desired action. 
When Mr. Williams and other 
speakers brandished the general 
strike as the one the workers would 
eventually have to resort to in order 
to ahcomplish their aims, there was 
applause. But when a moment later 
the  railwaymen’s leader, J. H. 
Thomas, counselled moderation, urg- 
ing that parliament was the only 
authority which could give effect to 
the workmen’s resolution, there was 
also applause, and it was difficult to 
determine whcih section was the 
dominating one, 
Industrial Crisis 

The miners’ leader, Frank Hodges, 
said: 

“We are in the greatest industrial 
crisis of our history, the outlook is 
gloomy indeed, despite the protesta- 
tions of the chairman and directors 
of the great banking concerns. They 
are all artificial attempts to dispel 
the gloom settling down on Europe, 
and which is casting shadow 
even in America,” 

Mr. Hodges and other speakers in- 
sisted that the government's refusal 
to resume trade with Russia was one 
of the fundamental causes of the 
pesent distress. “We have erected 
artificial political barriers,” declared 
M. Hodges, “not because our capi- 
talists are afraid to trade with Rus- 
sia, but because the politicians are 
afraid that a particular form of gov- 
ernment might spread eastward and 
overwhelm them.” 

Benjamin Turner, who was a mem- 
ber of the British Labor delegation 
to Russia, said that the committee's 
plan for restoring trade was “better 
than ideals or a revolution.” 

‘lo Urge Governinent 

Mr. Thomas promised that 
Laborites in parliament from Febru- 
ary 15 to 23, would use every means 
to force upon the government definite 
recognition of unemployment as 2 
matter of paramount importance, 
This bought from Mr. Williams the 
declaration: “If we content our- 
with merely passing resolu- 
tions the government will continue to 
treat us with contempt and we would 
deserve it.” 

Neil MacLean, member of parlia

ment from Glasgow, ridiculed Mr. 
Williams’ declaration and added: 
“The safest place to be when a 
revolution comes is a trade union 
office.” 
The resolution covering the confer 
ence’s proposals, which was adopted 


will be sent to the prime minister for 
consideration, to the members of the 
cabinet and all the members of par- 
liament. 


The Labor proposals embodied 


in 
the resolution call for trade with 
Russia; restoration of trade with 


other continental countries; a cexsa- 
tion of wars; stabilization of interna- 


tional exchange rates; an extension 


of credits; organization of a Euro- 
pean transport system; state main- 
tenance of an unemployment benefit 


of 40 shillings weekly to each house- 
holder, 25 shillings weekly to each 
single man or women over 18 years, 
with additional , allowance to de- 
pendents and an under-employment 
allowance on the same basis to pro- 
vide for ‘the adoption of short time, 
the proportionate benefit to be cal- 
culated on the total days lost weekly,

DRURY WILL DEFEND 
THE “OPEN DOOR” 


TORONTO, Jan. 31. — Premier 
Drury will tomorrow take up the de- 
bate in the legislature on the address 
in reply to the speech from the throne. 
A pronouncement from the premier on 
the “broadening out” policy of the On- 
tario government is expected as an 
answer to sarcasm indulged in by 
Hon. G. H. Ferguson, Conservative 
leader and H. H. Dewart, K.C., Lib- 
eral leader, last Thursday, at the ex- 
pense of the leader of the govern- 
ment. Mr. Drury took notes while the 
leaders of the two other parties were 
speaking and it is assumed that he 
will make a statement defining the 
government's position. 

Answer to inquiries made by priv- 
ate members probably will begin this 
week. Probably the most interesting 
will be regarding the enforcement of 
the Ontario Temperance Act, about 
which two members have asked. 
Among the questions is the following: 

The appointment, remuneration 
and present relations with the gov- 
ernment of Rev. J. O. L. Spracklin 
who was a special license inspector on 
the Essex border and who, while act- 
ing in this capacity, shot and killed

ALBERTA GIVES 
VETERANS GRANT 


EDMONTON, Feb. 1.—An_ emer- 
gency grant of $10,000 is to be given 
at once to the provincial command of 
the G.W.V.A. by the Alberta govern- 
ment, for the purpose of meeting the 
unemployment situation now obtain- 
ing in the province among the ex 
soldiers. On or before March 1 a 
further grant will be given, as cir- 
cumstances may require, not 
ceed an additional $10,000. 

Some aid from the provincial crea- 
sury in behalf of unemployed soldiers 
was asked for by a delegation from

the G.W.V.A. which interviewed the 
government this morning. It was 
represented to the cabinet that the 
veterans themselves would be better 


pleased if work could be provided by 
the government, but failing that it 
would be necessary to ask for a grant 
from the publie funds, in order to deal 
with the situation at present existing. 
The sum of $5,000 would be required 
it was stated, within the 
months. 

The veterans’ officials did not ask 
the government to take up the Do- 
minion relief scheme, which they said 
they were not pressing at the present 
time, but some form of government 
aid was absolutely necessary under 
the conditions that had arisen un- 
expectedly because of the lack of em- 
ployment.—Calgary Herald,

Mothers hate to think of the day 
their sons will get married, and there 
is a lurking, pre-conceived jealousy for 
the shadowy daughter-in-law of the 
future. 

But if the mothers of baby boys 
concerned themselves now about the 
happiness of the daughter-in-law of 
the future, how great a service would 
they render their sons! 

And if that noisy flapper were 
taught that “getting” was not the aim 
and object of a girl’s life, and that 
even a box of chocolates must be paid 
for in courtesy and consideration, she 
might perhaps pause and _ consider
